1 . Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In 
independent claims 1 , 12 - 13, the limitation of consulting a semantic network to identify 
word patterns in a incoming stream of text, where each word in the incoming stream is 
searched once in the semantic network, taken with the other limitations of the claim, 
were not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, nor otherwise fairly disclosed 
by the prior art of record. 

3. The dependent claims, being further limiting, definite and fully enabled by the 
Specification, are also allowed.
